“ suspects.” 
Who, then, was the “new 


Lawrence ”? Or did such a man 
really exist? 


CONFIDENCE 


For a moment, let me go back 
to 1926, when I visited a friend in 
the Sind police, stationed at 
Karachi with whom 1i went over 
one afternoon to see the boys at 
a near-by depot of the RAF. 
There, of all places, 1 met the 
man I was later to know so much 
better in the quiet countryside of 
Hardy’s Wessex. Lawrence of 
Arabia! 

He had not a great deal to say, 
but he spoke of his profound 
theories of Arabia. Chief among 
those theories was necessary 
counter-action in the event of 
there being no Briton available to 
quickly take up Lawrence’s work 
where he may leave off. 

“A man,” Lawrence claimed, 
“who could become the REAL 
power behind the Arabian politi- 
cal and military scene. A man 
who not only dresses, speaks and 
lives like an Arab. but who will 
gain full confidence of the semi- 
savage tribesmen.” 

Had this ‘mystery-man” of 
Arabia any idea who that man 
may be? I venture to think he 
had. 

The years slipped by. Lawrence, 
or Shaw. or Ross—call him what 
you will—died. Was there another 
man to step into the dead man’s 
shoes? THERE WAS! And the 
shoes fitted—perfectly 

Vast numbers of Arabs who 
have seen this man swear that 
he is Lawrence sent back to 
them! Not vet have they for- 
gotten those rumours of 1935.... 
But, probably this is due to 
Italian propaganda put out before 
the war. because Mussolini had 
good cause to fear the man who 
succeeded in bringing peace to 
nomad Bedouins in Iraq and 
Transjordan.

The “ new Lawrence of Arabia ” 
is commander of a desert patrol, 
a select force of Arabs. every 
member of which swore an oath 
of fidelity to their leader 

“ Lord-of-the-Desert Father-of- 
the - Little Chin.”

“The North Midland Committee 
hope there will be no further delay 
in exterminating racketeers,” Mr.
